Threshing is practically over. It 
was the shortest threshing season 
we ever experienced since 1910 and 
most of us wish it had lasted longer. 
Everybody had some crop and it 
ran all the way from 200 bushels to 
5,000 per individual farmer, and not 
very many came up to the last fig- 
ure, The yield per acre was a dis- 
appointment to most everybody and 
most people had come down at 
least five bushels per acre from 
their first estimate. , Before the 
crops were cut and up to when 
threshing began, there were fields 
that looked as though they would 
easily go 20 to 25 bushels per acre, 
judging from ithe stand and in com- 
parison with crops of former years. 
The smaller yields were no doubt 
caused by the drought and dry 
winds that were so prevalenfat the 
time of filling. There were a num- 
ber of the very best fields that went 
20 bushels to the acre, and quite a 
few ran 17 ito 18 bushels, Crops on 
summerfallow and new breaking 
appear to have run all the way from

it should be a great boost to our 
district to be able to raise crops 
every year, and particularly in the 
‘worst year any old-timer ever ex 
perienced in Alberta. The year of 
1918 must go down in history as 
one of the worst years for crop pro- 
duction ever experienced since the 
country was settled. Not only did 
no rain to amoiint to anything fall 
during the growing season, but for 
days and weeks at a time terrible 
hot, dry winds seemed to suck the 
last drop of moisture from the soil. 
It is simply a wonder that it has 
been pus-"ic to raise the crops we 
did under such adverse conditions, 
and every ‘stranger who has been 
here during the past summer has 
marvelewat the resuit. 

While the province of Alberta is 
a good farming country as a whole, 
experiefice has shown us that there 
exists great differences in various 
districts, and the Queenstown, 
Melo and Majorville districts have 
proven one of the best. We have 
only had one year of real damage 
by frost, and even that year a con- 
siderable quantity of our: wheat 
graded No. 3, which was the high- 
est grade that year. With the ex- 
ception of small areas in the south- 
west corner, we have had Jess hail 
than most other districts, and as 
for drought we have suffered less 
than any other district in Southern 
Alberta. The records will show 
that, since 1910, wheat raised on 
land that was farmed right ‘has run 
from 25 to 50 bushels per acre, 
‘three years out of four, and that in 
the two dryest years, 1914 and 1918, 
wheat made from 20 to 30 and from 
10 to 20 bushels per acre respective- 
ly. From now on prospective land- 
buyas coming to Alberta can not 
very well help but take notice of 
these facts. Years ago, when the 
country was all new, when there 
were no fgords in existence of 
crop production in the various dis- 
tricts, one place Jooked about as 
good as another ito landseekers. To- 
day this is all changed and any 
stranger coming into Alberta will 
have no trouble in getting crop re- 
ports from elevators or business- 
men in any town, and when the 
reports from our district are shown 
it should surely ‘be a great induce- 
ment for anyone wishing to start 
fasming to settle here-

Canada uses a large quantity of 
news print, but much less per cap- 
ita than does the United States, dn 
this country the consumption is 
12,000 tons per year per million of 
the population; whereas in the 
United States the consumption is 
18,000 tons per million people, In 
the United States the War Indus- 
tries Board recently issued an order 
reducing the consumption of news 
print in that country, No such 
action has been taken in Canada as 
yet; but the news print paper com- 
mittee felt that every economy pos- 
sible in the use of paper should be 
effected, notwithstanding the fact 
that, even after the new regulations 
have gone into effect in the United 
States, the per capita consumption 
of paper in that country will be 
much higher than it is in Canada.

Tons of Luscious Oranges 
Are Cast Before Swine 


|In Jamaica Orange Oil Is Made by 
Primitive Methods, Resulting 


in Great Waste 
There are places in the tropics 
where vast quantities of the ripest, 
most luscious oranges are literally 
cast before swine. ‘ 
Vhis great waste of one of ecarth’s 
Hinest foods occurs in the- beautiful 


{West Indian island of Jamaica, and 
jis incidental to the primitive methods 
used by the natives in producing or- 
ange oil, now much used in this 
country in the making of cakes, can- 
‘dies and other things in the luxury 
class. 

Before Messina was laid in ruins 
by the great carthquake ten years 
ugo Sicily was the chief source of 
the world's supply of orange oil. Si 
cily’s misfortune, however, was 
maica’s gain, for the West Indians 
took up the industry at that time and 
have been following it with inereas- 
ing profit ever since. 

The industry is delightfully — pic 
turesque, Native girls and boys, clad 
in their striking vari-colored cos- 
fumes, swarm over the — hillsid 
groves cngaged in the work of col- 
lecting the oil, The boys shak 
down the fruit, while the girls, seat- 
ed on the ground, extract the oi! by 
means of “rinders.” These are sl 
low copper basing studded thickly 
on the inside with sharp points or 
tacks, As the oranges are lightly 
rolled over these tacks with hic 
palm of the hand the skin yields up 
its valuable oil, 

The workers may cat as many or- 
anges us they please, but aiter the 
“rinding” is completed the great bulk 
of the luscious ripe fruit is thrown 
away to the pigs and other live 
stock, 

Unadulterated orange oil has a 
strong aroma, and is used in the 
making of perfumes, essences, soaps 
and beverage flavors, as well as 
cakes and confectionery. The prin- 
cipal use for Jamaica orange oil is 
in the manufacture of fancy biscuits, 
particularly of a wafer biscuit which 
is used extensively with and

Tunnel Will Yet Join 
France and Great Britain 


Cost Was Formerly Put at 
Million Dollars

other day, emphasized the import- 
ance of building the Jong-talked of 
jrailway line under the English Chan- 
nel to connect the British Isles with 
France, and expressed the opinion 
‘that after the war it would be prac- 
ticable to run trains through from 
\London to Constantinople without 
change Eventually, he added, the 
line might be e to Caleutta, 
Capetown and Pe This may be 
regarded as a long look ahead. But 
the tunnel is under present discussion 
not merely ag a link in the indefinite 
future with distant lands and cities, 
but as a possible factor in binding 
the allied countries more closely to- 


gether in the years that lie imme- 
diately ahead. Jn the July number 
Joi the Yale Review, Major Gen. 
} Francis Vinton Greene reviews the 


ltistory of the tunnel scheme from its 
inception 116 years ago to its defi- 
nite abandonment in 1883, when Lord 
Wolseley, fresh from his Egyptian 
triumphs, had declared against it as 
a highly dangerous proposition. 

} The pwinciple argument ‘inst the 
}tunnel has been the possibility of an 
fencimy getting control of it and us- 
| ing it for an invasion of England. 
Yet those who favor the plan declare 
that abundant defence measures 
could be casily devised, such as flood- 
jing. It at least evident that 
Great Britain and France has posses- 
sed the tunnel at the outbreak of the 
present war, the problem of trans- 
porting troops and supplies would 
have been enormously — simplified. 
General Greene goes so far as to say 
that the war would have been ended 
in 1916 or earlier. In 1916,4inder Mr. 
Asquith, and again in 1917, under Mr. 
Lloyd George, efforts were unsue- 
cessfully made to revive the project 
through a substantial public opinion 
was brought to its support, together 
with 153 votes in the comimons.

jBritish and American Flying Squad-

That the fighting airships being 
built in the United States will soon 
fly across the Atlantic in squadrons, 
is very nearly a certainty, according 
to the London Observer, which be- 
lieves that reprisals from the air on 
a deliberately regular and extensive 
scale will open the eyes of the Ger- 
man people. When the allied squad- 
rons, unhasting and unresting to use 
a German phrase, extend their imili- 
tary operations to the very heart 
and centre of Germany, the whole 
nation will “begin to bring forth 
fruits meet for repentance and 
amendment.” And should the first 
crossing of the once estranging but 
now uniting Atlantic be accomplish- 
ed by an American flying from this 
side, it will be Ame s poctic re- 
ver for being discovered by Luro- 
pean navigators centuries ago. Says 
the Observer: 

“The British development of the 
air service has been an achievement 
Which ought to fill all of us with 
wonder and pride and faith, In the 
very newest and imost scientific thing, 
Where we were amongst the feast to 
start with and: were expected to be 
the slowest, we have done under dif- 
ficulties a work of humon adaptation 
and mechanical invention such as 
has not been surpassed in anerit by 
the efforts of any enemy or any ally 
in connection with any aspect of the 
war,” 

Together the British and Ameri- 
can flying squadrons are to shorten 
and to completethe task of the allied 
armics: 

“The two great ideas now about 
to come into the sphere of practice 
are the direct flying of the Atlantic 
by fighting machines and the bomb- 
ing of Berlin as London and Paris 
have been bombed. but more _ so. 
Neither of these things may be done 
tomorrow, Both will be done with 
certainty. When they are, and only 
then, the new hopes for the future 
of mankind will be assured. The At- 
lantic will be flown not by single 
spies, but by squadrons as surely 

Bleriot flew the Channel. 

“Let no one think that the present 
project is a inatter of spectacle and 
adventure,” adds the Observer, “It is 
one of .the most serious and urgent 
necds of finally decisive war, Acro- 
planes, light as they are, take up 
undue ship-space when there is none 

If the coming swarms of 
n fighting and bombing ma 
chines could fly straight over the 
ocean on their own wings, the direct 
and indirect gain would be enormous. 
For this war and the peace of after 
wards it would open a new epoch in 
the history of mankind. We must 
have the demonstration feat. If it is 
done once or twice, the flock will fol- 
low. It is more likely to be done first 


from the American side, because of
